VICTIM OF LIGHTNING, 


Augustus 1>. Garpenter.a Native of Bedford 


County, Killed by Electric Fluid. 


Saturday afternoon lightning struck 


the barn on the farm of Supreme Court 
Justice John Dean, at Fairview, Blair 
county, setting the buildingon fire and 
burning it and nearly all of its con- 
tents to the ground. 
The bolt also 


killed Augustus D. Carpenter, a farm 
laborer employed by Samuel Reininger, 
the tenant. Mr. Carpenter was work 
ing in the field when rain began 
to fall. He took his team to the barn 
and had just got inside the building 
when it was set on fire by lightning, 
which also struck the unfortunate 
young man, killing him instantly. He 
had not yet removed the bridles from 
the horses, which, although dazed, 
were otherwise uninjured. 


The flames were seen by the daugh- 


ters c f Mr, Reininger and they hastened 
to the stable and, after removing the 
body of Mr. Carpenter, worked hero- 
ically to save the live stock. They 
were aided by neighbors and M. T, 
Hartzell, who was passing by at the 
time. The horses were gotten out but 
two head of oattle were burned to 
death. 
Among the contents of the 


barn which were consumed were two 
sleds, two wagons, thirty tons of hay, 
400 bushels of newharleyand 800 bush- 
els of new wheat, also 150 bushels of 
old corn 
und an equal amount of 


old barley. Two cutting boxes and a 
small stationary engine, one manure 
spreader, one com harvester, several 
sets of harness, rakes, forks and » 
number of chickens were also lost. 
The loss will be at least 812,000, with 
S3 400 insurance. 


Augustus D. Carpenter, who was 


killed by the stroke of lightning, had 
only been working on the place for two 
days. He was the son of John W. and 
Sarah Carpenter, of Altoona, and was 
born at Bard, in Bedford county, March 
18,1880. He is survived by bis parents, 
his wife and one child. The lightning 
struck him on the left side of the face, 
There marks could be seen, as also 
around his heart. The electric fluid 
then went over to his right side, being 
probably attracted by a knife which 
he had in his pocket, and passed out 
through his ohoe.

Destroyed. 


According to a despatch received at 


Paris, France, on Tuesday from Fort 
de France, Island of Martinique, about 
1,000 persons perished in the eruption 
of Mont Pelee Saturday night, August 
30. Morne Rouge and Ajaupa Bouillon, 
two villages near Mont Pelec, were 
destroyed 


The despatch confirms the report that 


the village of Licarbet was damaged 
by a tidal wave, which was also felt at 
Fort de France, where the people were 
panicstricken. 


The French ministry of the colonies 


has received an undated cable despatch

to 8500 daily for helpers during 


the garnering seasons. 
It costs more 


to run sugar farms, 31,985 being paid 
for each plantation of this kind which 
harvested a crop in 1899 . In 1889 the 
price paid for the running of various 
cereal and produce farms is given by 
the census bureau as follows:

farm, wheat and grain farms, 870; col1 


ton, 
S25; tobacco, S51; nurseries, 81,130; 


vegetable, 8106; dairy, 8105. 


Besides the regular number of farm 


helpers, about 100,000 are employed in 
addition 
during the 
wheat-cutting 


season in the grain belts. 
These are 


known as harvest hands, and are paid 
from SI. 50 to S3 per day. These har- 
vest hands are now forming themselves 
into unions for their own protection 
from overwork and low wages. 
Many 


labor unions for regular farm hands 
are being organized in Indiana, Ohio, 
Kansas and the southwest. 
The young 


man who his made his home on the 
farm year after year is paid less than 
than any'other class of workers. 
He 


has had longer hours and no vacations. 
He has brought to his employer larger 
returns for the work than the coal 
miner, the 
steel 
worker, 
or 
the 


mechanic of ordinary skill. 
The 


total expense, for instance, on an acre 
of wheat is 86. 
Of this 84.10 goes for 


horse hire, twine, seed, etc., while the 
remainder is paid to the two men who 
gather it and the one who ploughs the 
soil and sows the grain seeds. 
The 


profits upon their 81.90 worth of labor 
yield from S." to S3 to their employer. 
Corn is produced for 85.85 per acre, of 
which 82.25 goes to the man and his 
team. Generally the horses are owned 
by the farmer, and the man is getting 
820 per month.—From "The Farmer's

(S. McKeynolds in the World's Work.) 
With 9,500 corporations created by 


the state since 1890, and with the pros- 
pect- of increasing thousands yearly, 
one would expect that under such a 
law office space and clerks would be at 
premium in the state. 
But the law 


has given growth to one of the queer- 
est freaks in all the business world. 
They are known as 
"Corporation 


Agencies" or "Trust Companies," and 
probably have no counterpart else- 
where. One of these agencies alone 
will maintain the "principal office" of 
hundreds of corporations at once and 
comply with every requirement of the 


law. 
They are in effect enormous 


book-keeping concerns conducted on 
the co-operative plan by a host of cc r- 
porations. 
Massive libraries, as it 


were, of stock books may be seen 
there, in charge of an army of scribes, 
who register and post the transfers of 
stock daily that a correct record may 
be available for the inspection 
of 


stockholders. Outside, at the entrance, 
is the stereotyped legend, "Principal 
Offiea of," etc., with a register of the 
companies represented. These names 
are necessarily in small characters, 
but even then it not infrequently hap- 
pens that the list threatens to require 
more space than there is facade to the 
company's buildings. 
The constant 


modification of these lists, necessitat- 
ed by the creation of new corporations 
and the dissolution of old, has led to 
the invention of an elastic sign, in 
which separate slabs with the names 
printed thereon may be inserted and 
removed at pleasure, so that the cata- 
logue may be kept constantly up-to- 
date. At the entrance of the New 
Jersey Corporations Agency in Jersey 
City are the names of nearly seven 
hundred corporations, whose total cap- 
ital aggregates more than a billion 
dollars. The Corporation Trust com- 
pany of the same city boasts of more 
than 1,200 "principal offices" with a 
capitalization of between 53,000,000,- 
000 and 34,000,000,000. The New Jer- 
sey Guarantee and Trust company, of 
Camden, has on its doors 770 names.

of warships than we have. She has 
hundreds of able commanders and 
thousands of as brave men as ever 
fought for supremacy on a vessel's 
deck. Close your eyes for a moment. 
Where at Trafalgar Nelson sinks dying 
on the deck of the Victory, his last 
flght, each intervening thought is for 
his country. 
For the time death is 


swallowed up in victory. Listen to his 
admonition, almost at the moment 
when the spirit was passing the veil: 
"England expects every man to do his 
duty." The admonition, ringing down 
through the ages for all time, has con- 
ferred on the brave and intrepid sailor 
an immortality which can only die 
when England perishes and lies dead 
in the wreck and time is lost in eterni- 
ty. 
Yet the Victory would hardly 


serve as a tender to those mighty giants 
which are now endeavoring to solve 
the mystery which lies between the 
power of defense and attack, Every 
incident of actual war is sought out 
aud every possible sacrifice guarded 
against, but the results obtained are 
as yet only on the verge of possibility. 
For the tremendous miracles that are 
yet unrevealed in these ocean giants 
the uninitiated can only watch and 
wait.

Behind thi agriculture 
is the agriculturist, and the American 
farmer is gaining in intelligence, in 
mastery of his soil, and in fitness for 
political power quite as rapidly as his 
products are increasing iu magnitude. 
He may be merely waiting to be or- 
ganized into a vast and irresistible 
public force.
